New Yorks, Feb. 2.— The shooting o 


O' Donovan Rossa took place at 12 minutes 
18 Nadeau block, execute all branches of past 5 o’clock. He is still alive. He was 
in front of the Stewart building, on Cham- 


handsome young lady, dressed plainly. 


She wore spectacles, and had the appear- 
ance of an intelligent school teacher. She 
drew a five-barreled revolver from her 


dress pocket, and, leveling it at Rossa, 
fired one shot. Rossa threw his hand 
above his head and cried: ‘I’m shot!“ 
He then fell heavily to the sidewalk. The 
woman fired the remaining bullets in her 
pistol at the prostrate man, and calmly 


and -unconcernedly walked off, with the 


smoking revolver in her hand. She was 
followed by a large crowd, while a still 
larger mob‘surrounded the wounded dyna- 
miter. City Marshal James McAuley, in 
the absence of policemen, arrested the 
woman. She was conducted to the Twenty- 
sixth Precinct Station House, in the City 
Hall. Her coo demeanor was re- 
markable.

which he had just left. He said: I an 
shot, trying to place his hand on his 
back, under his shoulder-blade. After a 
few steps somebody in the crowd sug- 
gested that he should go to the Chambers- 


their arms and Rossa did as suggested, 
and directed his steps towards the hos- 
pital. He walked all the way there, a dis- 
tance of nearly a quarterof amile. He 
bled considérably on the way. Once in 
the hospital, he was undressed and exam- 
ined by Dr. Dennison. It was found that 
the bullet had entered his back directly 
below the left shoulder- blade. 
NOT DANGEROUS. 

The doctor pronounced the wound not 
of a dangerous character, and began to 
probe for the ball. A great crowd of peo- 
ple had followed the wounded man down 
Chambers street and blocked the roadway 
in front of the hospital after the door 
was locked behind Rossa and his escort. 
Meanwhile the woman had been taken to 
the station-house, with another crowd 
following her. She was placed before 
Sergeant Ross's desk. She was a good- 
looking woman, dressed neatly in plain, 
dark clothing, and wore eye-glasses. She 
like a school-teacher, with an 
intellectual face. Her manner was en- 
tirely composed and she answered some of 
the questions put her promptly and with- 
out embarrassment. To others she simply 
shook her head, and smiled with a look 
which said, ‘‘I shall only answer questions 
which I know you have aright to ask.’’ 
McAuley handed a pistol of smal! calibre 
to the Sergeant, and said he had seen 
the prisoner shoot a man on Chambers 
street. The volunteer witnesses assented 


citizen asked her: Do you know the man 
you shot?“ Tes,“ replied the prisoner 
cooly with an English accent, I shot 
O’Donovan Rossa.“ Further questioning. 
by the sergeant elicited the statement 
that the prisoner’s name was Yooult Dud- 
ley, aged 25; that she was a nurse and 
married, and that she lived at No. 60 
Clinton place. She was asked why she 
shot Rossa, how long she had been in 
America and other questions, to which 
she made no answer. After her ante- 
cedents had been taken, she was escorted 
to a rear room and the crowd slowly dis- 
persed.

„She impressed me so very favorably I 
told her she might remain in the house 
if she would room with two other young 
ladies. This she consented to do. Her 
only luggage was a valise which she 
never unpacked, because, as she one day 
remarked, she might be called suddenly 
to some patient.” Did she refer at any 
time while there to her past domostic re- 
latione?““ was asked. ‘She told me she 
had been married and had two children, 
but that her husband and children had 
died abroad. Her father, she once re- 
marked, had been engaged in the British 
Cavalry service. She had acted as a 
trained nurse in the hospital in London 
and Paris, and she said she had diplomas 
from institutions of that kind, but I 
never examined them, though she showed 
them to some young ladies in the house. 
She was a thoroughly accomplished wo- 
man, and her manners and speech be- 
tokened a thoroughbred English woman, 
of keen mind and bright perceptions. She 
was an intensely patriotic little lady, sar- 
castic and cutting at times when speaking 
of those who seem to be making war on her 
13 She was extremely near-sighted. 
n telling me of her work abroad one day 
she said to me she enjoyed hospital work 
abroad more than the nursing she bad 
been doing here. She gaid she had re- 
ceived $25 per week abroad, which I know 
is often paid to trained nurses.’’ What 
is\the history of the movements of Mrs. 
Dudley while with you?’ was asked of 
Mrs. Brown. ‘‘As I said before, she came 
here one week ago Tuesday last. Tnes- 
day is our weekly pay day, and she paid 
her board up to last Tuesday. Tuesday 
she came to me hurriedly and said she 
had a case and was going. She would 
take her latch-key weth her, for she might 
desire to return. She went, taking her 
valise, and, by the way, I never knew of 
her having a pistol. Last Thursday 
she returned, coming in the pleas- 
antest mood possible.

Examination of Canniegham, the 
Alleged Dynamiter. 

James G. Cunningham, charged with com- 
plicity in causing the recent explosion at 
the Tower of London, began in the Bow- 
street Police Court this morning. Mr. 

Pollard, solicitor, in opening the case for 
the crown, said that the government in- 
tended to prove that the prisoner was an 

active agent in the conspiracy which cul-: 
minated in the outrage at the Tower. The. 
solicitor related the facts in regard to the 
prisoner’s movements from the time of 
his arrival in Liverpool from America up 
to the date of his arrest at the Tower, a 
few minutes after the explosion occurred, 

and his traveling under the assumed 

names of Gilbert and Dalton. Mr. Pol- 
lard dwelt particularly on the disappear- 
ance of the peculiar box from the prison- 
er’s lodgings in Scarboro street immedi- 

ately after Cunningham’s arrest. Pollard 
further said that witnesses would be pro- 

duced to pro¥e that Cunningham had for 
several days previous to the explosion 
been seen loitering in and around the 
Tower of London.

SALT Lake, Feb. 2.—President John 
Taylor spoke in the tabernacle yesterday, 
and ref.rred to his recent trip.

The Elevated Roads im Danger. 


San Francisco, Feb., 2.—The Bull¢tin’s 
New York special quotes from the Herald 
a sensational article on the danger 
threatening the elevated roads from the 
weakening of iron supports and girders 
from crystallization of the iron. It says 
that engineers and scientists are making 
the subject a study, and the experiments 
during the past fourteen years sub- 
stantiate the theory that the best of iron, 
when subjected to continuous strain, will 
loose its fibrous qualities and show a 
crystalline arrangement of its molecules 
and become as brittle as castings. All 
authorities a that enormous strain to 
whieh the elevated track is subjected, 
will cause the iron to crystallize and that 
the process cannot be detected by any 
outward signs. Theodore Cooper, builder 
of the St. Louis bridge, said that the road 
is being strained just twice as much as it 
was intended to be. Other eugineers ex- 
press similar opinions.

Dickey, No. 11 Pacheco street, and 
learned the following facts: On Tues- 
day, January 20; his son James left 
their home on the farm in Ventura 
county, near Cienega postoffice, to come 
to make his sister, Mrs. Dickey, a short 
visit, The young man intended to re- 
turn in a few days. He reached this 
city on Tuesday afternoon and remained 
with his sister and her family until 
Wednesday. At three o’clock on 
Wednesday he called at a Main street 
store to see his nephew, Eddie Dickey, 
and told him that he (Riley) intended 
to go to the theater that night. That 
was the last seen of the young man 
alive by any of his relatives. : é 
Two or three day’s passed by aud 
Mrs. Dickey supposed that her brother 
James had returned home, while the 
home folks believed him to still be 
visiting his sister. At length, as the 
time of his intended stay had passed 
and James did not return, a letter of 
inquiry was sent to this city, Mrs. 
Dickey announced that James had 


gone home. Then in another day or 


two the body was found, brought to 
this city and held dor identification. 
A great many persons visited the 
morgue, but no one recognized the re-. 
mains. Mrs. Dickey, worried and dis- 
tressed about the disappearance of her 
brother James, suggested to another 
brother, C. C. Riley, who came to the 
city, to go and see the remains of the 


brother. 

“THE BROTHER'S VISIT. 
Rev. C. OC. Riley went to the morgue, 
where the remains lay, viewed it, but 
failed to recognize it as his brother. 
Owing to the body having been in the 
water, it had turned black, and the 
swelling gave it the appearance of being 
much larger than James had been in 
life. The nose was flattened, also, 
which was not natural. C. C. Riley did 
not think it necessary to look at the 
effects of the dead man after viewing 
the body, supposing that he had no 
interest in them. 
On his way to Ventura, Mr. C. CO. 
related to his father the appearance of

James was a quiet, sober, industrious 
young man, aged twenty-four, and un- 
married. None of his relatives could 
account for his having been in Santa” 
Munica. He rather disliked the sea, 
and two years ago when at Santa Mon- 
ica was not pleased with the place, and 
never expressed a desire to go there. 
He was the last man in the word to 
commit suicide, as he was in no trouble 
mentally or physically. He never car- 
ried a deadly weapon of any kind. He 
always carried papers in his pockets 
particularly a diary and some papers 
from a publishing house. He was jin 
the habit of carrying letters in his 
pockets also. The relatives are firmly 
convinced that James was foully mur- 
dered for the money that he carried 
with him, and the fact that not a scrap 
of paper was found on the body at the 
time points to murder. When last seen, 
James wore a black felt hat, somewhat 
worn. No hat, it will be remembered, 
was found with the body. 

The father has not yet had time to 
fully recover from the shock received 
by the positive knowledge ot his sqn’s 
death, and cannot determine what course 
he will pursue with regard to the mtir= 
der of his son, for murder it undoubt-

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Work in the Cajon Pass. 

A representative of the TES, who 
has just come in from the desert, re- 
ports that the Cajon Pass is at present 
u rather bustling spot, as work on the 
Atlantic and Pacific R. R. progresses ex- 
tensively and steadily there. Between 
Daggett and the Summit there is nothing 
doing, nor yet between San Bernardino 
and a point four miles south of the toll- 
gate. These portions of the road are 
mostly capable ot construction by 


8 scraper-work, and are being left to the 


last, the entire force of laborers being 
now concentrated upon the points most 
difficult of construction. Last Friday 
a gang of. forty men moved camp up 
to the Summit; and another gang 
followed next-day. This force is now 
working where the road emerges from 
the Pass into the desert, at the head of 
Burcham's Canon. Three-fourths of a 
mile southwest of the Summit Station 
two large gangs are working upon the 
only stretoh of tunnel on the whole lize. 
This tunnel ‘will be 1,200 feet long, and 
it is through a saud-cement not difficult 
to pierce. Three miles down the, creek. 
from Summit Station, ard where the 
„big wash comes in from the west, 
there is a force engaged in rip-rapping 
At this point, where the surveyors have 
their camp, is half a mile or less of 
finished grading.. A short distance be- 
below the toll-gate is something 
over a mile of rough work, com- 
pleted, the grade passing through a 
long sweep of deep rock- cuts.

Rough as the canon appears, the rail - 
road will overcome its obstacles without

The summit is about 27 miles 
from. San Bernardino, and 2700 feet 
nearer heaven. The route to be 
followed from the Summit to Dag- 
gett has not yet been definitely 
settled, though preliminary lines have 
been run.

CORBESPONDENOR OF THE 


Special Correspondence of the Tuns. 
Cal., Jan. 28, 1885,—Be- 
fore leaving Santa Fe I had the pleas- 
ure of thoroughly exploring the pueblo 
of Tezuque, seven miles west of the 
city, and as I believe your coast attrac- 
tions do not include anything exactly 
like this curious class of villages, a 
rough sketch may not be out of place 
here. The plaza is less regular, both 
in shape and environment, than that of 
a Mexican town, though the same gen- 
eral scheme of arrangement prevails. 
The houses here are double—back to 
back—half facing on the plaza and half 
to the cold world, and between these 
conjoined dwellings there is no means 
of communication without going sev- 
eral hundred feet around. All are built 
in two stories, half the roof of the lower 
forming an upstairs landing or veran- 
dah for the second. There is not a sin- 
gle door opening to the ground in the 
whole pueblo, and but few windows, 
and to enter the first-floor rooms you 
must climb to the roof by a ladder, 
open a trap-door, and descend another 
ladder. The upper rooms open by or- 
diary doors to the roof. All these 
adobes are small but well made, and 
contain from one to three rooms —gen- 
erally two. All are white- washed inside 
with gypsum, and have an exquisite 
neatness such as I have never seen 
excelled—and seldom equaled—any- 
where. Inthe cor aer of each room is 
the comical—but witha! incomparably: 
convenient—three-cornered flre- place 
common to all Mexican and Pueblo 
nouses, with the knotted sticks of cedar 
burning upright therein. The chim- 
neys are generally topped with a big 
olla, whose bottom has been knocked 
out. Upon the hearth, in all probabil: 
ity, you will see baking before the fire 
well-made pottery of peculiar polish 
and decoration, or sundry rude and fan- 
tastic images of red clay. Now some 
very excellent (but still greener) people 
who come out here from the Eust buy 
these images ard take them home as 
„Indian idol.’’ Thereby they become 
a laughing stock. These Indians are as 
good Christians as the tourists - prob- 
ably better. They are devout Catholics, 
and their churches and homes are 
alike full of tbe symbols of their 
aitb. They make these idols“ 
simply to sell to greenhorns, and they do 
sell both by the hundreds. Nor are 
pottery and earthen dolls their only re- 
sources thereunto. Upon the walls of 
their houses hang Springfield and Win- 
chester rifles, Colt six-shooters, double- 
barreled shotguns, cartridge belts and 
reloading tools; but they take to Santa 
Fé, and sell to these fool tourists, any 
quantity of bows and arrows and raw- 
hide shields—and the tourists carry off 
and treasure these toys as the veritable 
weapons of the savages. They pay 
tive or six prices for them, too, for the 
Pueblos have learned that little scheme 
from the Jews who trade with them. 
Well, there are fools and fools. The 
proverb says, ‘‘There’s no fool like an 
old fool.“ Western sufferers would 
amend this to, ‘‘There’s no fool like an 
Eastern tourist” and they are, not far 
„off.“ I don't know how it is that 
folks who have good horséegsense—as 
well as polish—back at home in Bos- 
ton, New York or Cincinnati, can’t get 
out into this Western country without 
turning to doddering imbeciles—but it 
seems they can’t. Such exhibitions of 
ill taste, bad manners, ignorance and 
gullibility are to be found nowhere else, 
I trust. These trank folk out here— 
and they are not unkind or uncharita- 
ble, either—have a contemptuous pity 
for the Eastern tourist, whose name has 
become a synonym for all that is ridicu- 
lous and disagreeable. Now, when 
your true Westerner sees anything 
novel or startling, he takes it all in with- 
out moving a muscle. He ‘ always 
comes down stairs that way. He has 
learned, in fact, the a, b, e of the savoir 
faire—when in astrange place to keep 
your eyes and ears open-and your mouth 
shut. Butan Eastern tourist will pop 
out his eyes, throw up his hands, open 
his mouth and slop over until the very 
dogs have to run around to the drug 
store for something to steady their 
stomachs. Right on the streets of Santa 
Fé intelligent and refined-looking ladies 
have been seen to stop beside a half- 
dressed Indian buck, gape at him, talk 
about him, and even pinch the embar- 
rassed fellow to see if he was real flesh 
and blood—unmindful of the hundreds 
of spectators who were looking on in 
contemptuous wonder. There is abso- 
lutely no story so preposterous that you 
cannot ram it whole down the tourist 
throat; and of course the natives take a 
malicious delight in filling them up with 
goff. Iam sorry this is so, for I like 
the East and its people, and hate to 


more such breaks as I have seen my 
travelling countrymen make, and I shal! 
have to put my respect for them beb ind 
a time-lock, or it will get lost. How 
ever, this is not exactly a direct descrip- 
tion of Tezuque. 

Now, when you visit an American 
friend of family, the chances are that 
his young hopefuls—the only hopeful 
thing about them being that they will 
cease to be young, after a while—vwill | 
pull your hair, smash your hat, split 
your ear with their bowls, daub you 
over with molasses, and in all ways irri- 

tate—not to say irrigate—you. But 
among the Pueblos people have more 
sense, as well as more manners, than 
to turn loose upon you a pack of devas- 
tating infants. Go into one of these 
little mud huts’’—as nincompoop 

correspondents from the East delight 
in calling the comfortable adobes—and 
vou will see a rational disposition of 
the youngsters. A small board swings 
from the low rafters by buckskin thongs, 
uud upon this board lies Mr. or Miss 
Pappoose, serene as a summer’s dream, 
strapped hand and foot, and so wound 
about with cloths that it cannot stir. I 
have seen about 1,000 tiny Pueblos, 
und never heard one screeching. I 
have seen probably 50,000 white kids, 
and ha.ily one of them that wasn’t 
screeching. There are some mighty 
handsome babies among these Pueblos, 
too. Perhaps the tourists have done 
some good, after all. The adults of 
Tezuque are not bad lookigg, but in- 
comparably inferior to thoSe of San 
Yidefonso, who are noted—and espe- 
cially the women—as the most attrac- 
tive-looking people in the Territory. 

Nearly all these Pueblos are rather 
short, but compactly built. The Tezu- 
queans are industrious—in their way 
intelligent, hospitable, chaste, neat and 
honest. Like all the Pueblos, they 
have a Republican form of govern- 
ment, electing by ballot their own Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of War, etc., for each 
town. They raise small crops of 
grain and vegetables, and get more or less 
game; but make their living mostly 
I reckon, by the sale of pottery, images 
bows and arrows, buckskin—whole or 
made up into leggins and moccasins 
pelts, minerals and other commodities, 
of which they are not slow to learn the 
market value among their friends the 


Pueblos are the model Indians of the 
country—if Indians they really be. 
They are the only ones, so far as I 
know, who dwell in fixed. cities and 
creditable houses; are among the few 
who make a steady practice of agrieul · 
ture—which they maintain by scientific 
irrigation—and have the two virtues 
which are lost arts among other Indians 
—honesty and chastity. 4 loose 
woman is unknown among the Pueblos;

about Carbonatevile, is that she has no 
water. Wells have been sunk 150 feet 
in vain; and ail the wet the Carbonate- 
villians use, they have to haul in barrels 
from Bonanza, six miles north. I 
think the little town will pull through, 
however. It has plenty of mineral at 
its very doors, and needs only a few 
honest men with courageous money. 
The most interesting thing in that 
whole section, however, lies about a 
mile south east of the village. A walk 
down the zig zag road brought me to a 
low, swelling dome—only a few hundred 
feet above the road, but 7000 above the 
sea—whose top and sides had a whitish 
cast, totally different from anything I 
have seen elsewhere. This is Mt. 
Chalchuitl, whose chalky heart js 
pierced by the countless drifts and 
shafts of one of the oldest and most 
famous mines in the world—the 
Great Turquoise. From this mine 
hundreds of years ago, was 
taken the largest turquoise ever 
found, that which adorns the royal 
crown of Spain. The story is that this 
great gem was given to Co~tez by Mon- 
tezuma; but I cannot just remember 
whether this is so or not. My memory 
is failing on these events of my boy- 
hood. Anyhow, it is certain that the 
Mexieans and Aztecs worked this mine 
long, long ago. I presume it is a thou- 


stone hammer was swung against these 
white rocks, and the first little azure 
nugget taken out. The evidences of 
antiquity are unmistakable, and lie on 
every hand. The great hill is fairly 
honeycombed, and on the west side is 
one excavation big enough to swallow 
the largest building in Los Angeles 
without a strain. All around are vast 
heaps of debris, covering in all about 
33 acres, and upon these dumps great 
cedars, as large as your body, have 
grown thickly. In this dry climate it 
has taken them hundreds of years to 
attain their present size; so you see 
these great dumps could hardly have 
been made yesterlay. If it hadn’t been 
for this old mine, Santa Fe might have 
retained to this day all of her archives, 
be- hives and other hives; for here was 
the scene and the cause of the great 
Pueblo uprising of 1680, The Spanish 
conquerors made peons of the Indians, 
aud among other things kept a big gang 
of the poor devils hard at work down in 
this turquoise mine. In 1680 a big 
chunk of the mountain took a tumble, 
and buried a great number of the In- 
dian miners under a few million tons of 
rock. I presume they are in there yet, 
but no one has ever bothered to let 
them out. Well, perhaps they are dead 
by this time, so a relief party would do 
them no good. 

I could go on and tell you the chemi- 


‘cal composition of the mountain—how 


the decomposition of the feldspar of 
the trachyte, and the imposition of the 
phosphoric acid of the apatite, and the 
supposition of the what-you-may-call-it 
of the thingumbob produced the pres- 
ent state of things. I could also re- 
mark that turquoise is a hydrous alum- 
inum phosphate. It wouldn’t length- 
en your life, nor enable you to beat the 
Assessor, to hear all this, so I refrain. 
It is enough to say that the mountain 


specimens are extremely rare. You 
know the correct color for the gem is a 
sky blue, but most of the veins here are 
greenish. Upon almost every broken 
rock in the dumps, you will see the 
color, but generally in veins of paper- 
like thinness. I did find one or two 
veins over an inch thick, but they were 
inaccessible without blasting. The gem 
also occurs in little nuggets, but less 


frequently. I pottered around there for 
a few hours, with a ten-pound sledge, 


poking over the dumps, battering the 
and crawling the whole 
choked 300 feet of the longest drift now 


open at all, and found a dozen pieces 
of fair stuff, some of it pretty good 
color. 


The latest real working of this 
mine was in 1880, when Tiffany, the 


great New York jeweler, sent out an ex- 


pedition to dig for ‘‘chalchuitl’’ (the 
Mexican name of the gem.) They didn’t 


exactly connect, however, and soon gave 


up. But the place is by no means de- 
serted. You can’t go up there at any 
time without striking a.lot of Indians 
picking away atthe rocks with little 
dude hammers, They are harmless, 
however, and won't strike back. All 
these Pueblos use turquoise as cur- 
rency among themselves, and sell a 
good deal to tourists. For every tourist 
who buys from an Indian a piece of 
real turquoise, however, three buy a 
polished chunk of some copper ore— 
generally malachite—which bears some 
resemblance to turquoise. Oh, the In- 
dian is catching on to the genius of our 


yourself forgetit. Thedinest turquoise, 
by the way, comes from Persia. This 
mine near Carbonateville, N. M., is the 
only turquoise lead known to white 
men upon this continent; but the Zuni 
Indians (who also belong to the Pueb- 
los) claim to have an immense deposit 
of it in a cave among their mountains— 
and they certainly wear enough of it to 
make one inclined to credit their state 
ment.
